The court also held that the corpor- 


ation need not dissolve. 


Justice McKciuia read the opinion of 


the court. 


The vote of the court v.as 1 to U. 


Chief Justice White. Justices McKen- 
na. Holmes and Vandevanter were the 
majority. 
Justice:; Pitney. Day and 


Clarke dissented. Justices McRcynolds 
and Brandeis took no pait in the de- 
cision. 


The decision was a defeat 'for the 


government which brought suit sev- 
eral years ago in which many of the 
biggest figures in financial and indus- 
trial life were named.

scattering few, hut houses by the hun- 
dred. It must provide homes for the 
ninny people who are seeking to locale 
and lo live here, and who are daily being 
turned away in numbers which arc not 
only discouraging, but surely prophetic 
of what will happen lo Ibis city unless 
something is done to change the situation. 
The facts brought about'by the real estate 
board arc most serious. They are an ac- 
tual menace lo the city's prosperity and 
progress. 


Apple-ton cannot advance much farther 


until it has houses. Applcton cannot hope 
lo become anything like the city it should 
be unless it obtains houses. It will soon 
be marking time unless it gets houses, 
and marking time is more apt lo denote 
slipping. 


\Yc arc at the parting of the ways on 


the housing problem. Either we will 
solve it and go ahead with other enter- 
prising cilics, or we will throw up our 
hands before it and go down with the un- • 
enterprising cities. 


It is possible to .secure houses—all the 


houses we need. There are interests in 
this town which are identified with such 
improvements, there arc industries 'both 
established and in formation which are 
seriously concerned with them, there is 
capital which seeks such investments. 
Surely they can jointly or severally be in- 
duced to look into our'housing require- 
ments and to extend relief. 


There are good possibilities in house 


construction here. There are excellent 
real estate possibilities, both in house 
construction and in the city's 'growth 
which will result. The two go hand in 
hand. The Post-Crescent is glad that 
concerted effort is to be made to get hous- 
es. Whatever cooperation is extended 
the real estate board will be largely in 
the nature of service to Appleton. 


Our business and industrial interests 


can do nothing better, in our judgment, 


• than to take up, with the real estate 
board, the house problem and stay with 
it night and day until it is solved. Condi- 
lions arc desperate. They threaten Ap— 
plelon's future. 
Unless something is 


done, and done soon, \ve shall suffer ef- 
fects which we shall feel for years, and 
we shall have lost a golden opportunity 
lo make this the city its resources, its lo- 
cation and its advantages all entitle it to 
be.

WHAT THE RED FLAG REALLY 


MEAXS. 


A few definitions arc in order. 
One of them concerns the red flag 


•which has been so widely displayed in 
connection -with revolutionary propagan- 
da and which is acclaimed by its follow- 
ers as the symbol of liberty. Since we al- 
ready have in this country a flag of red. 
white and blue, which we have associat- 
ed with thai term, it becomes appropri- 
ate lo inquire what inlerprclalion of 
"liberty"' the red followers have in mind. 
Clearly il is something diffcrenl from our 
own or they would nol need another flag 
lo express il. In this matter, as in most 
other matters, actions speak louder than 
words. Red actions have spoken inosi 
loudly in Hussia. and il is Ihcrc thai we 
can gel our bcsl idea of the red purpose 
toward liberty. 


One Russian fact stands out promi- 


nently—the red purpose toward liberty 
docs nol include Hie liberty of the bour- 
geoisie; and this brings us lo our second 
definition: 


"Who conslilulc Ihe bourgeoisie? 
In plain language they arc Ihc produc- 


livc class of the nation. Any man or wom- 
an who has a farm, a shop, a store or a 
factory, large or small, or who gives em- 
ployment to a single other person, is 
bourgeois. America is largely bourgeois 
and even- working man will become a 
member of Ihe bourgeoisie if he prospers. 
In other words, there arc no hard and 
fast classes. Jnil a constant change and 
progression. For Ihe prolelariat '« ad- 
vocale Ihc destruction of the bourgeoisie 


is for the present to attempt the destruc- 
tion of the future. 


The doctrine of class distinction and 


class consciousness is anti-American and 
is menacing to the fundamental princi- 
ples of our nation. Il is perhaps the most 
primary difference between bolshevism 
and Americanism. It is the fruit of Rus- 
sian tyranny and has no place in free 
America. 


BACK TO THE OWNERS. 


The president in signing the railroad 


bill did what Ihc country expected he 
would do. He nol only signed the meas- 
ure, bul he approved il. The president 
had notified the congress he would return 
Ihc roads to their owners March first. lie 
had the alternative of vetoing the bill en-, 
acled and restoring the roads without 
protective legislation, or of accepting the 
plan for return offered by congress. Had 
he rejected Ihc act il in all probability 
would have been passed over his veto. 
However, speculation is superfluous be- 
cause the plan worked out by congress 
accorded substantially with his views on 
the subject. 


The president cannot be said lo have 


defied labor in refusing its appeal for 
veto. His sympathy with the cause and 
the aims of organized labor is well 
known. He simply did not agree with the 
contention that the bill is detrimental to 
the interests of labor. On the contrary, as 
slated by him in his letter to the brother- 
hoods, he believes it is essentially advan- 
tageous to employes. The bi-partisan 
board, whose jurisdiction over wages, 
rates and conditions generally affecting 
owners, employes and the public is very 
broad, he regards as an "appropriate sub- 
stitute" for the committee of experts he 
had promised lo appoint lo arbitrate !hc 
rail controversy. 


Mr. Wilson is much impressed by the' 


favorable prospect this board holds out 
for the amicable adjustment of wage dif- 
ferences. He holds that the public is en- 
titled to representation on the board, and 
flatly rejects the argument that its mem- 
bers arc likely to be hostile lo labor's in- 
terests. "After all," he says, "the public 
is composed chiefly of workers and Hieir 
families,'" and its representation on the 
board will "be found particularly in the 
interest of railroad employes as a class." 
The president assures labor that public 
representatives will be selected who "can- 
not be charged with prejudices" against 
the workingman. It is clear from the pres- 
ident's analysis of the labor provision of 
the act that it ought to be given a fair 
trial, and that labor should acquiesce in 
this view and extend its cooperation to 
make the law.a success. It presents, we 
believe, the b'est method yet put forward 
short of compulsory arbilralion for Ihe 
adjustment of railway wage disputes and 
for Ihc improvement of relations.between 
the operators and their employes. If it 
fails, particularly because' of hostiliiy 
from the men, congress is morally certain 
to provide for compulsory arbitration, 
and that Ihc brotherhoods are unalter- 
ably opposed to. 
* 
- - • 


The return of the railroads lo private 


operation is a more complicated problem 
than the people realize. It will be a most 
expensive process to the government, 
•which probably will be showered wilh 
suits and claims aggregating hundreds of 
millions of dollars. In addition there are 
many questions touching operation itself 
which will be difficult lo decide, together 
•with improvements, service, rates, etc. 
The prospect is of course favorable lo an 
increase in freight rates. Il will require 
mon.lhs, and possibly a year or two, for 
the railroads lo gel back lo normal condi- 
tions. In the meantime the public must 
patiently await the ultimate results of the 
legislation to determine to wrial extent 
if any il is lo enter into- the permanent 
railroad policy of the nation.
